SILVER AS LEGAL-TENDER IN ILLINOD. 
It is a matter of considerable significance 


that the Illinois Senate has passed a bill, al- 


tender in payment of all debts, public 
private. If this bill become a law, then 
debts contracted after the ist of July 

and between citizens of Illinois may be 
charged by the tender of United . 
fractional silver coin without reference to 
the $5 limitation of the present United 
States law. The bill, of course, cannot at. 
fect contracts made prior to the date when 
the law shall go in operation, nor can it be 
enforced as against citizens living in other 
States where there is no such law, and where 
the limitation of the United States law will 
apply. 

Just how much influence such a law would 
have on the silver circulation in Ilinois 
would necessarily depend on the circum- 
stances that regulate the amount of silver 
coined and its relative value as compared with 
the legal-tender of the whole country. As 
the United States law now stands, there is 
no provision for the coinage of the silv 
dollar, the trade only minted f 
California and exportation to China and 
Japan, and the amountof subsidiary silver 
coin is limited to $50,000,000. This amount 
is not more than is necessary for the supply 
of small change to the nation, so itis not 


likely that any disproportionately large part 
of it would be attracted to this State, even, 
though silver should remain nominally at of 
lower value than greenbacks. While it would 
‘be en object for debtors to tender 
silver as the cheaper money, any draft upon 
the rest of the country for coin needed else- 
where as small change would immediately in- 
erease the value of silver, and it would cease 
to be the cheaper money and lose any ad- 
vantage it had previously for the discharge 
of debts. 

The influence of this law, if passed, is 
likely to assert itself in the National 
gress. The Illinois delegation in Congress 
will feel almost bound to advocate and insist 
upon the adoption of a United States law re- 
storing silver to the place it always occupied 
in the coinage of the United States prior to 
the bad law of 1873. The new Congress will 
have its first opportunity for legislating on 
the silver question during the special session 
which will be convened in June. This Con- 
gress will also feel differently from its prede- 
cessor about the silver status. Nearly all 
the members of the House and the new 
Senators elected during the winter have 
had the popular demand for the restoration 
of the silver standard forced upon them. It 
was not an issue in the late Presidential and 
Congressional campaign, because there was 
no disagreement between the parties on the 
subject. The great massof Republicans and 
Democrats alike of the West and South favor 
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other, the English, German, and Austrian 
notes were contemptuously rejected. Then 
the Powers met in Conference and presented 
an ultimatum, which was also rejected, al- 
though the demands of Russia were mate- 
rially modified to accommodate the Porte. 
Russia would have been justified even then 
in declaring war and crossing the frontier, 
but still delayed until the Turks actually be- 
lieved that she did nut intend to fight at all. 
Once more she went before the Powers and 
asked them to unite with her in enforcing 
the reforms. They declined; but at the sug- 
gestion of England united in a protocol call- 
ing upon ‘Turkey to accept the decision of 
the Conference, and assuring her if she did 
not they should leave her to her fate and not 
interfere in her behalf whatever might hap- 
pen. The declaration of the protocol in fact 
was tantamount to saying to Turkey: I 
you do not give guarantees to carry out re- 
forms in accordance with the decision of the 
Con fererfce, negotiations will be closed, our 
relations with you will be suspended, and 
Russia shall be free to enforce them if she is 
so disposed. The protocol was as con- 
temptuously and summarily rejected as the 
programme of the Conference had been, and, 


waited too long. Constantinople in Russian | 
hands rises like a horrid vision before her 
fancy. Her cold nightmare of the Russian 
Bear crossing the Bosphorus and threatening 
the outposts on her route to Asia oppresses 
her. Shivering with dread lest Russia may 
have control of the Dardanelles, and find a 
way for future powerful fleets out into the 
Mediterranean, threatening the Suez Canal 
and the Indies, she groans, ‘‘ We have been 
tricked and duped by Tartar diplomacy.” A 
more pitiable exhibition of suspicion and 
jealousy has hardly if ever been exhibited 
than the following attempt of the London 
Times to prejudice Russia in the eyes of Eu- 
rope and excite a hostile feeling against her : 

What would Europe say if the first victory was 
celebrated by fhe victor throwing of 4 mask, and 
proclaiming a conquest in place f a crusade? We 
are all more or less concerned in such a violation 
of public morality, but so far as regards the im- 
mediate consconences, there are those who are 
much more nearly and surely concerned than we 
are. Thrown as we are in the mid seas, with a 
people afloat in every ocean and established in 
every continent, it is not we who need tremble for 
a river, a few miles of coast, a port, or a single 
harbor. We are not landlecked behind dreary 
plains and impassable mountains. If other nations 
are content to look quietly on while bits of vantage 
as Nature has given them pass out of their hands 
for centuries or for ever, that is more their affair 
than ours. We may be sorry for them, yet we can- 
not but remember that it is impossible to help 
those who will not help themselves. 

If any inference'af all can be drawn from 
such an exhibition of doubt and distrust as 
this, it is that England would voluntarily 
continue the Turkish tyranny rather than 
trust a Russian promise ; that she would al- 
low the Christians to be ground down into 
the dust by the Turks, to be robbed, plun- 
dered, and butchered, rather than expose her 
Asiatic possessions even to a suspicion of 
damage or a future possibility of loss from 
Russian supremacy.

TURKEY AND RUSSIA 

Apropos to the war between Russia and 
Turkey, and, indeed, the war in general, the 
following from the correspondence between 
United States is not without interest. In a 
letter dated Monticello, June 1, 1822, Mr. 
Jurrznson wrote to Jon Apams of the war 
then just breaking out in the east of Europe 
in these words: 

To return to the news of the day, it seems that 
the cannibals of Europe are going to eat one an- 
other again. A war between Russia and Turkey is 
like the battle of the kite and snake: whichever 
destroys the other, leaves a destroyer the less tor 
the world. This pugnacions hamor of mankind 
seems to be the law of his nature; one of the ob- 
stacles to too great multiplication provided in the 
mechanism of the universe. The cocks of the 
hen-yard kill one another; bears, bulls, rams, 
do the ame, and the horse in his 
wild state kills all the young males, until, worn 
down with age and war, some vigorous youth kills 
him. [dope we shall prove how much 
happier for man the Quaker policy is, and that the 
life of the feeder is better than that of the ter. 
And itis consolation that the desolation by these 
maniacs of one part of the earth is the means of im- 
preving it in the other parts. Let the [utter be our 
office; and let us milk the cow while the Russian 
holds her by the horns and the Turk by the tal.

FAMILIAR TALK. 


INDUSTRIAL ART. 

There was on exhibition at the Board of Edu- 
cation Rooms, a few weeks ago, a portion of the 
series of drawings by the pupils of the Boston 
Public Schools which had been shown at the 
Philadelphia Exposition. The series began with 
| drawings executed by children 6 years old, and 
concluded with designs, original and copied, by 
the graduates of the High Schools andthe Even- 
ing Schools for adults. The exhibition differed 
from an ordinary display of pencilings, in the 
absence of attempts at mere pictures ; in place of 
which, there was manifest a very persistent pur- 
pose to train the hand and eye of the draughts- 
man to the production of correct forms, with a 
view toapplying these to the decorative and in- 
dustrial arts. 

The exhibition was of the deepest interest, 
notwithstanding its lack of pictorial effect as 
this is usually understood. In the very earliest 
and simplest of the series, wrought by infant 
hands, there was a novelty and originality in the 
designs which pleasingly rewarded an attentive 
study. Each presented a new combination of 
lines, resulting in novel figures of endless vari- 
ety, and of every degree of comptication. Noth- 
ing delights the mind like agreeable invention; 
and the delight is in proportion to the strength 
and skill of the ingenuity employed. Here there 
was an abundance of original device,—confess- 
edly not of the highest quality, not of the sort 
produced by flashes of rare inspiration,—but of 


rectly to important practical results. It was a 
most instructive and enjoyable experience 
to pass through the whole long series, 
and trace the gradual advance from 
the elementary work of the youngest 
beginners to the finished drawings of the oldest 
and most practiced students. There was not 
only skillful manipulation apparent inthe ex- 
hibition, there was some thought to be read in 
nearly every separate effort. There was an 
idea, a motive, baving more or less freshness of 
character, struggling for artistic expression, and 
with the invariable aim of making itself useful 
as well as beautiful. 

Many were attracted to the exhibition who 
had previously known very little of the great 
art-movement which has been agitating the 
nations of Europe for the last quarter of a 
century, and which five or six years ago sent 
an advance wave across the Atlantic to our own 
shores. The earnest ones among the visitors, 
inquiring into the meaning of the system of 
drawing whose fruits were here exposed to 
their investigation, were carried back to the 
origin of the sudden revival of art-education in 
the Old World, and thence borne along the 


When, in accordance with the sagacious 
schemes of the most far-seeing and progressive 
men in England, the International Exhibition of 
1551 was successfully established at Sydenham, 
there was offered, fur the first time in tne his- 
tory of mankind, an opportunity for the dif- 
lerent nations of the carth to get a clear under- 
standing of the condition of their manufactures, 
industries, and arts. This could be done in no 
other way so effectually as by comparing to- 
gether the best products of the several States 
which were contributors to the great World's 
Fair. It was for the purpose of securing this 
means of comparison, aud thereby stimulating 
a healthy emulation, that England had inaug- 
urated the grand plan of a Universal Expo- 
sition. She had foreseen that there was much 
which each pation could profitably learn from 
every other, and that the most favora- 
ble occasion for mutual instruction would 
be presented at a Universal Exhibition where all 
should freely display the resources on which 
they most relied for their prosperity. The ex- 
periment sanctioned the faith of those who had 

wojected it, and no country benetited more 
y the lessons that resulted than England 
herself. Then were her eyes for the first time 
opened to the unexpected truth that she was 
surpassed ty every other nation, except the 
United States, in the manufacture of works in- 
volving taste and refinement in their produc- 
tion. She then learned with a keen appreciation 
how fatal is the error of omitting or siighting the 
esthetical element in the construction of fabtics 
of any sort. It was a mortifying conviction to 
be brought home to an ambitious nation, but it 
was accepted in the wisest manner. It was un- 
hesitatingly acknowledged, and the remedy im- 
mediately applied. 

England had hitherto allowed her artisans to 
remain in alamentabie degree ignorant of art. 
The great body of her mechanics had been using 
their materials and tools blindly and bunglingly, 
for waut of knowledge of the finest capacities 
of both, for lack of insight into the Ways by 
which with dexterous and harmonious usé the 
two could be combined in the production of 
articles of the highest beauty and excellence. 
Measures were very speedily taken to correct 
this mischief. The first step forward was to 
provide Schools of Art for the instruction of 
the working classes, for the boys and girls and 
the men and women who were to bein the ru- 
ture engaged in the various kinds of handicraft. 
The South-Kensington Museum was founded in 
1852, at an original expense of about $6,000,000, 
and was endowed with an annual grant from 
the Government of about $500,000. This was 
to serve as the centre of the industrial-art teach- 
ing, and as the chief repository of examples and 
copies which were to be used in the dissemina- 
tiono art-knowledge throughout the country: 

In 1853 the Government created a special ad- 
ministrative Science and Art Department,“ 
which was given c e of the South Kensington 
Museum, and of ali the lesser Art-Schools, and 
likewise of the entire system of public in- 
struction in decorative and indus art. In 
twenty years atter the foundation of Kensing- 
ton Museum, 122 Art-Schools had been estab- 
lished in the most important industrial towns 
in the Kingdom. The number of pupils iu at- 
tendance upon these schools in 1872 amounted 
to 22,845. In addition to this number, there 
were 765 students attending the National Art 
Training School at South Kensington. ‘Thus, 
for every 210,000 of the population, there was 
one well-appointed , wholly devoted

England continues the work of improving and 
extending her system of popular art-educatioa 
with unabated vigor,—knowing full well that 
upon her ability to compete with other nations 
in the tasteful des and skillful execution of 
| her fabries, depe the maintenance of her 

power and prosperity. Sbe is alive to the fact 
that the struggle between the nations will here- 
after be limited toa contest for the industrial 
markets of the world, and that State must win 
which surpasses the rest in the style and finish 
of the salable goods it manufactures. 

At the Expusition of 1851, Frarce held her 
established place as the leader of the world in 
artistic productions. She had gained this proud 
position in years long past, by Watching over 
the educativn of her handicraftsmen. The dec- 
orative arts were introduced Into the realm by 
Francis the First, and have been fostered by the 
Goyernment ever since. yal manulac- 

tories of furniture, tapestry, and porcelain, es 
tablished hy Colbert at Gobelins, Beauvais, and 
Aubusson, in the reignof Louis XIV., and at 
XV., have 
called for the highe-t skill of artist and operative, 
and given it steady employment. Schools of 
art were attached to these establishments, in 
which the artisans, together with the artists, 
were trained in drawing and d ing. No ex- 
pense has been spared to produce works of 
the most elegant and tasteful style; and the 
Court has provided that they should never lack 
purchasers. 

These beautiful art- products were fn them- 
selves an e(lucation, and taught the entire pub- 
lie the value of gracetul forms and lovely col- 
oring In objects devoted even to common uses. 
It was through thig education in their national 
worksbops, and ces, and galleries, that the 
French people nave obtained their supremacy 
over their neighbors in the application of art to 
industry, and taught the whole world to look 
to them as the originators of the most refined 
and esthetic fashions in all works of luxury, 
and it was owing to this art-education that they 
laid the foundation tor a trade which has ren- 
dered France one of the richest, if not the rich- 
est, of nations, and which has enabled her to 
accomplish the wonderful achievement of pay- 
ing an enormous indemnity to Germany at the 
close of an exhaustive war, without appearing 
crippled in any of her energies. 

ut, since England has ed 60 much 
activity in disseminating art- instruction among 
her operatives, France has found it necessary to 
improve and multiply her oon Art-Schools, lest 
she should lose ber old prestige in art-manulac 
tures. The Emperor Napoleon did much to ad- 
vance the cause; and, since 1870, the Govern- 
ment has bestowed upon it solicitous attention. 
The system of instruction formerly given in the 
French Art-Schools, although then the best in 
Europe for industrial purposes, has been found 
inadequate to present demands, and is under- 
going reconstruction. Following the example 
of England, aud Austria, and Germany, the sel- 
ence of Art is being taught with more method 
and unity in the old and the new schools 
throughout the countrv. 

The United States has been slow to appreci- 
ate the significance of this great reform in the 
industrial art of Europe, and slow in movements 
toward embodying its spirit in her own educa- 
tional institutions. Yet the same advantages 
must accrue to Ler manufactures from a spread 
of art-culture among her people that have been 
experienced in the countries across the water. 
The time is approaching when we can no longer 
rely upon agriculture as our main source of 
wealth. An increase of population compels an 
increase of industries; and, in order that these 
shall maintain a saviue competition in the 
worid’s markets, they must be raised far above 
their present level oi excellence. 

Massachusetts invited an art-master from 
England several years ago, to introduce indus- 
trial drawing into her public schools. The re- 
sults of this judicious undertaking are already 
sensibly felt. The pupils who have gone 
through the course of art-instruction laid down 
for thé Boston schools, have found themselves 
qualified to take superior positions in the sey- 
eral industries they have chosen to follow for a 
livelihood. Their art-training has enabled them 
in some instances to become art-teachers, in 
others to act as designers, and in all cases to 
read drawings and to work from plans with in- 
telligence and independence. Ther are pre- 
pared to become master-workmen; and it is for 
such that there is adeplorable need in every 
handicratt existing in our country. 

In the cities of other States besides Massa- 
chusetts. the system of industrial drawing is 
finding its way into the schools. In Philadel- 
phia active consideration is being given to tne 
question of educating the masses in practical 
art. A Museum of Fine and industrial Art has 
been established, and children and adults are 
receiving art-instruction in day and evenin 
schools. In Brooklyn, Syracuse, St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, and numerous other cities, the Boards of 
Education and school-officials ara providing, as 
best they can with the means at command, tor 
the introduction of a system of industrial draw- 
ing into the public schools. As knowledge ad- 
vances, the importance of this subject is in- 
creasingly felt; and it may be predicted that the 
time is not far distant when every school in the 

country will fncorporate a course of art-in- 

struction in its curriculum, and insist upon its 
being pursued, not as an accomplishment, but 
as au essential part of the studeut's education 
for practical life. 


ART-GOSSIP. 

A newly-finished picture by Mr. Millais, tak- 
ing its subject from Scott's Heart of Mid- 
lothian,“ and representing an interview between 
Effie Deans and her lover, has been purchased 
from the author for $12,500. 


The collection of prints and drawings by old 
masters, which was formed by the late M. 
Firmin-Vidot, is soon to be dispersed. It is es- 
pecially richin rare and beautiful specimens of 
the art of Rembrarnt and Van Dyck. The chief 
characteristic of the collection is, however, its 
immense variety. 

The admirers of Carlyle will be interested to 
learn that portraits of the venerable author are 
being multiplied by artiste of renown. One 
was not long ago painted by Mr. Whistler; 
another is soon to be undertaken by Mr. Millais, 
and will afterward be engraved by Mr. Barlow; 
while a third, engraved by M. Rajon, is now near 
completion. 

The gallery of French historic portraits in 
the Paris Exposition of 1878 promises to be ex- 
tensive and important. It is supposed that 
from 500 to 600 portraits of undoubted autheu- 
ticity will be assembled. To aid in renderin 
the collection “ye portraits of Fre 
celebrities, and of Englishmen who have taken 
a prominent part in French history, will be sent 
by the English Commission. 


An exhibition of the works of the Austrian 
landscape-painter Anton Hansch, who died some 
months ago, has been arranged in the Kunstler- 
haau, Vienna.

AQUARIA. 

It is only within the last quarter of a century 
tha“ the conditions necessary for the mainten- 
ance of aquatic life have been sufliciently un- 
derstood to permit of successful experiments in 
the construction of large aquaria. The first at- 
tempt of the kina was made at the Zoological 
Gardens in London, in 1853. A number of 
tanks were fitted up, the largest of which was 
six feet in length and thirty inches in depth. 
The surcess of this experiment encouraged sim- 
ilar enterprises in other cities in Great Britain 
and Europe. The most extensive and complete 
work of kind was opened at Brighton five 
years ago. It comprises a series of corridors, 
the largest of which is 220 feet long, and a 
great number of tanks, the largest of which Is 
120 feet loug. 

Several aquaria have been built in the United 
States. The first in size is at New York, and 
the second is in Woodward’s Gardens, Sau 
Francisco. An interesting article, describing 
this and other aquaria, is presented in Forest 
and Stream.
